Must be moved 
Webber house offered as affordable housing

Two proposals to provide homes 
for low to moderate income 
families were brought before the 
Affordable Housing Task Force at 
its meeting last Thursday. Board 
members agreed to explore one 
proposal further. 

Builder Jay Tighe offered to turn 
over the Webber House located at 
Cross and Main Streets to the town 
if they moved it off site. Estimated 
costs would be $14,000 plus $20 
per day storage costs after a six 
month period. Tighe told task force 
members that the home is slated for 
demolition and he'd "just like to 
get it out of there.” 

Task Force chairman Jim 


Stewart, who said he backed the 
"attractive proposal,” explained 
there is a potential site on Oakwood 
Road and, once the home is in town 
control, they could sell it at an 
affordable price, raffle it, or pur- 
sue another option. 

A suggestion was made to swap 
the home for one of the more 
costly Chapter 705 homes slated to 
be built by the housing authority. 
However, some felt this recourse 
might involve too many “stringent” 
state regulations, 

After discussing the mechanics of 
moving the home and how to best 
utilize it, members agreed to look 
further into the legal and monetary 
aspects and give Tighe an answer 
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before the end of January. 

“I'm still interested in working 
with the town,” said Hopkins Street 
resident Lester Chisholm as he 
sought some answers and backing 
for a condominium proposal 
Chisholm who was unsuccessful in 
an attempt to rezone 38 acres of his 
property to one half acre lots at 
special town meeting, said he was 
now looking at putting condos on 
the same site and wished to set some 
units aside for moderate income 
families. 

Though Chisholm was interested 
in putting 10 to 12 units on an acre, 
Stewart told him under present 
PRD zoning he could only place 
three units on an acre. If the 
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proposed housing bylaw goes into 
effect and Chilshom wished to 
come under that, added Stewart, he 
could only increase density by one 
more unit per acre. 

When members asked Chisholm 
why he doesn't built single family 
homes and go with an additional 11 
homes under the bylaw, Chisholm 
replied, "you're wasting the 
property” by only putting 33 homes 
on that site. 

One member tried to convince 
Chisholm to close his mink business 
and build on that site with an access 
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road onto Hopkins Street. Chisholm 
said he was looking into other plans 
for the site, including a 
pick-your-own strawberries farm 
Realtor Ray Forest suggested using 
an access road other than Reed 
Street since neighbors were 
opposed, telling Chisholm "there's 
certain things they (the neighbors) 
have a right to as well as you do.” 

In the end, members told 
Chisholm the only way he could 
increase zoning density was to go 
before town meeting to which 
Chisholm replied, "then you people 
are stuck, as far as I see.” 

Other discussions during the 


evening centered around land bank 
funding, where each real estate 
transaction is given a percentage 
tax as a way to raise large amounts 
of money to be used to conserve 
open space or provide affordable 
homes. Some felt this was an unfair 
approach 

Nnother alternative, 
members approved, was to give a 
few town owned lots to builders 
who, in turn, would build and sell 
the homes on them to low income 
families. Deed restrictions would 
keep the homes affordable

According to Water and Sewer 
Commissioner George Allan, after 
two negotiation sessions with the 
owner and attomeys, the town was 
not able to arrive at a reasonable 
settlement. The owner demanded a 
high sum, claiming the land held a 
working cranberry bog. And, he 
added, commissioners »were reluc- 
tant to take the land by eminent 
domain because of liability. 

Neighbors now say they are 
upset, mainly because they had 
thought the cranberry.bog was 
conservation or town owned land, 
At least one homeowner, who said 
she was told the transaction 
involves 70 to 80 acres, has already 
been approached about property 
she owns which abuts the site.

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Frankly speaking

The new Safe Roads Act, passed last week by the Legislature, 
addresses the issue of drunk driving in a way which has some 
merit, and yet some serious questions as to constitutionality. 
It would appear that the per se clause of this new law has 
caused some serious debate, revolving around the issues of due 
process and presumption of innocence. 

The per se clause would require that motorists who register 
.10 percent blood-alcohol content or above, would be 
presumed to be drunk. Subsequently, licenses would be 
suspended by a judge at arraignment, which usually occurs the 
morning after one has been arrested. Defendants would have 
the right to appeal this suspension, but only on the grounds that 
a blood test they arranged for contradicts the results of the 
breathalizer. Thus, evaluating this per se clause from a 
purely constitutional point of view, the presumption of 
innocence, which is a fundamental catalyst of our judicial 
rights, has been done away with, at least in respect to how the 
Commonwealth has chosen to deal with this issue. If you 
should be pulled over for drunk driving, the breathalyzer 
results will be used as hard evidence against you, and you will 
be presumed guilty, with the option to prove your innocence. 
This type of process is dangerously ironic, as we prepare to 
celebrate the two-hundredth anniversary of the Constitution. 

As a result of this, the new law has spurred some heated 
debate, which at times has lowered itself to quite an emotional 
level. That has to do with the hazard of discussing legislation 
on this issue. Proponents of the new Safe Roads Act are 
somewhat comprised of people who are victims of drunk 
driving tragedies. These are the Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving (M.A.D.D.) They have attacked the problem of 
people driving while intoxicated with great vigor, and they 
deserve quite a bit of credit for bringing to light an awareness 
of this issue. But unfortunately, whenever anyone questions 
methods which they endorse, they are labeled as pro-drunk 
driving. This assertion is absolutely insane, and again is 
indicative of the emotional level to which discussion on this 
matter has often lowered itself. There is no sane person in 
Massachusetts, who does not have a basic indignation for those 
who are foolish, or perhaps even sick enough, to get behind 
the wheel of a motor vehicle while not in complete control of 
their faculties. And at the same time, many of these same 
people are concemed with a constititutionally sound approach 
to the problem, which would avoid hysteria, and be more 
productive than constitutionally questionable methods which 
are presently being employed, with limited results. 

First, is the growing debate concerning breathalyzers. The 
contention being made by opponents to the per se law is that 
the machine is not qualified to be entrusted with the 
determination of a person's guilt or innocence. This is a 
decision which we have usually left to a judge and jury. Now, 
it is being all too quickly turned over to a device which has 
serious doubts as to accuracy. There are growing incidents 
which have brought to light the problem with using the results 
of a breathalyzer against someone in a court of law. Just as 
polygraphs have been branded as inadmissible evidence, 
breathalyzers may follow that same course. There are the 
documented stories of people who have failed a breathalyzer 
test, and yet were guilty of merely taking a dosage of cough 
medicine, or sipping a glass of brandy, while being 
subsequently quite sober. 

State officials maintain the reliability of the devices, yet we 
live in an age where we have seen that high technology devices 
are far from infallible. The country learned that all too 
quickly when they witnessed the destruction of the Space 
Shuttle Challenger. For anyone to suggest that a far less 
expensive piece of equipment can be entrusted with the 
determination of guilt or innocence is naive at best. 

The real solution to determining whether of not someone is 
intoxicated is the testimony of an officer of the law. We 
should be putting a lot more faith in trained professionals, and 
a lot less in patented machines which get tossed around in the 
trunk of a few police cruisers. When someone is arrested for 
erratic driving, the person is read his Miranda rights, booked, 
and then appears at court, Here is where a police officer and 
the state should have the burden of proof as to the guilt of the 
accused, This type of judicial process, practiced in this 
country for over two centuries, is apparently being labeled as 
too outdated for an issue such as drunk driving. Governor 
Dukakis cannot be faulted for his concern, but his methods of 
attacking this issue are not at all evident of a man who has 
studied and taught law at Harvard University. 

Governor Dukakis has failed to attack the problem of drunk 
driving in an efficient, direct manner. As is his style, he has 
been less a leader, and more a puppet of the people who have 
the loudest sounding horn. Take the roadblocks for example. 
Here is where the state has achieved more coverage on the six 
o'clock news, and less actual results. How effective are four to 
six cruisers, located at the same location, as opposed to 
dispersing them over hundreds of miles of different highways. 
Road blocks should not be questioned only on a constitutional 
grounds, but on the basis of efficiency. 

Finally, is the issue of penalties for a drunk driver. The new 
Safe Roads Act does, to its merit, increase penalties of those 
found guilty of drunk driving; the only problem being that 
people are now being found guilty not according to judicial 
due process. The new law would increase penalties for first 
time offenders from a 30 day suspension to 45 to 60 days. But 
why do we stop there? If we have proven someone guilty in a 
court of law, according to the professional testimony of law 
enforcement officers, there should be consideration given to 
instituting a more stringent first time offense punishment, so 
as to severely discourage repeat offenders. A year 
revocation of license would yield significant results as to the 
care people would take in driving after having drunk. But in 
any event, what is essential is that due process not be eroded, 
and this is where leadership should have come into the picture. 

The with how we address the issue of drunk driving 
is how Governor Dukakis oddly decides to handle it. His 
second ‘term is evident of a man that simply cannot 
comprehend the First or Fifth amendments to the Constitution. 
Governor Ed King was tough on drunk driving, without 
throwing due process out the window. He may not have been a 
Harvard lawyer like Michael, but he was certainly less 
arrogant of peoples’ constitutional rights. 

So, next time Michael is in lowa, he can perhaps brag to 
them as to his involvement with drunk driving, and how he 
| might not know a lot about cor prices, but he sure knows a lot 
about breathalyzers and presumed guilt.

Most read and write better 
than students did 20 years ago. 
Special teachers help them early. 
But now someone has whipped up a 
crisis in education." 

I leaned forward in my chair and 
eagerly asked, "Who?" 

"I don't know," my neighbor 
admitted. "The motive for this 
so-called crisis in education is what 
frightens me. Someone is planning 
on gaining power or making 
money. It can't be the contractors 
because they've already convinced 
everyone that new buildings and 
playing fields are the most 
important part of a child's 
education.” 


"I don't understand how anyone 
can make money by giving a test to 
all the students in the state.” 

“The minute you set up a test like 
that, half the state's schools are 


giving the test you've engineered a 
crisis in education," 

"I think I get it, Gramp. On any 
test, unless everyone gets exactly 


the same score, you can add up 
the scores and divide by the number 
of people taking the test -- which 
gives you the average. Half of the 
people are above that average and 
half are below it.” 

“Now teachers are being shown 
the test scores and are told that we 
now have a crisis in education.” 

"Were there some questions that 
most of the kids had trouble with?" 

Gramp said, "The teachers don't 
know who missed the questions or 
what the questions were. The tests 
haven't been returned. One 
question, I've heard, asked in what 
country a sitar is used. One sixth of 
the social studies grade, in some 


schools, was based on that.” 

I said, "Before teachers get upset 
over a test, it seems they should 
know what the questions were and 
who missed them. What's the object 
in giving such a test?" 

"Creating a crisis. People who are 
told they are in the middle of a 
crisis can't think clearly. No one in 
@ position of authority dares to 
question the famous test. Have you 
seen any of the questions published 
in a newspaper? Unless a teacher 
were planning on immediate 
retirement she'd be foolish to point 
out that the test had about as much 
substance as the E: rs New 
Clothes. i 

“But how could anyone make any 
money by proclaiming a crisis in 
education?” 

"Suppose you had created the test, 
knowing very well that some towns 
would score higher than others. 
You could claim that all future 
Scores would come out the same if 
we had a state curriculum -- 
improve education by creating an 
assembly line where everybody 
learns the same thing. Every 
student would have the same 
textbook.” 

I opened my eyes real wide and 
exclaimed, "The company chosen 
to publish that textbook would 

millions.

Bridget Zukas, too, favored four 
elementary buildings but said, 
judging from parental concern, she 
felt Horan's recommendation "is 
the best plan at this time.” 

Fenton told the Town Crier he 
was opposed to the 6-7-8 concept 
because he wasn't convinced a 
change is "absolutely necessary” at 
this time and he is against mixing 
sixth graders with older students

Police warn 
of LSD tattoo 


According to police authorities 
across the country, a form of tattoo 
blue star impregnated with LSD is 
readily available to young children 
in many areas of the United States. 

The National Federation of 
Parents for Drug-Free Youth 
recently put out a flyer warning 
parents of the nationwide threat. 
The federation says this is a new 
way of getting LSD to unsuspecting 
youth. 

The tattoo is in the form of a 
white paper containing blue stars 
the size of a pencil eraser. The drug 
can be absorbed through the skin 
simply by someone handling the 
paper tattoo, 

There are also brightly colored 
paper tabs available which resem- 
ble postage stamps in size. These 
tabs sport such pictures as Super- 
man, Mickey Mouse, butterflies, 
and unicorns and are packed in red 
cardboard boxes. The federation, 
in its flyer, warns that young 
children could be given a free 
tattoo or tab by older children who 
want to have some fun or who want 
to cultivate new customers, 

Chemical People Chairman Anne 
Linehan said last week “this is 
nothing new. I don't know if it's 
surfaced in Wilmington but cer- 
tainly a pound of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.” 

When asked about the so-called 
"blotter acid,” Wilmington Police 
Inspector Mark Jepson told the 
Town Crier "there is nothing in the 
area now. That doesn't mean, how- 
ever, there's nothing out there like 
it.”

Finding the 
open man 


by Bill Conlon 

The sight of a family of otters, 
having a ball sliding down a river 
bank, is something you'd expect to 
see in a National Geographic 
special, from some far-flung place 
like New Zealand or Zimbabwe. 

Would you believe Massachusetts 
is gearing up to spend about 
$200,000 dollars (much of it thanks 
to Uncle Sugar) to study river 
otters in the state? More interesting 
still, Essex County (between here 
and the sea) has the state's second- 
largest population of river otters! 

As proof that otters do indeed live 
in the Commonwealth, about 120 of 
the slippery critters are brought in 
by trappers every year. And since 
the numbers haven't changed much 
over the last few years, they're 
obviously here to stay, 

The river otter (Lutra 
Canadensis) has been increasing in 
numbers and range in the Bay State, 
and the Fish & Wildlife folks are 
about to undertake a wide-ranging 
study of the cute little critters. 

The investigation will have three 
objectives: (a) a study of the otters 
themselves, which includes a look 
at their population, breeding rate, 
pup mortality and all manner of 
things; (b) a study of otter habitat 
and what they look for in a new 
home and (c) a firm strategy for 
improving the harvest of otters. 

The study itself will take 1,840 
man-days (that's one person 
working one day) and cost almost 
$200,000. The state's portion of 
the cost is about $44,000. 

The list of workers for the 
project is impressive, including a 
number of game biologists, an 
assistant professor from UMass and 
a swarm of graduate students from 
that august institution. 

Worcester, Franklin, Hampshire 
and Essex Counties will be visited 
during the otter study, which will 
run from 1987 to 1990. The state 
has checked and tagged about 500 
otter carcasses over the past few 
years, and except for a limited 
study of the eating habits of otters, 
little has been done to lea more 
about the furbearers.

International trade in otter furs 
was only allowed by the U.S. in 
1977, the same year that the Fund 
for Animals petitioned to have 
otters placed on the Endangered 


Species List. Trappers’ organi- 
zations were infuriated at the move 
by the Fund for Animals, and the 
present study is an attempt to find 
ut the overall status of otters in the 
US. 

Part of the study will include 
putting radio transmitters on live 
Otters, to track their movements 
and expansion, while another 
portion of the survey will involve 
"intensive" study of otters in the 
wild, to learn more about their 
habits. 

So, the next time you're hiking 
along a trout stream, don't be 
surprised to see an otter sliding 
down the river bank. They're here, 
and the state will soon begin a study 
of how to get them into more 
streams and rivers. 


— Tackle Box — 


The final tally for the 1986 deer 
harvest stands at 4,478 animals 
taken by scattergunners in the 
Commonwealth, which is some 200 
more than last year. All 63 check 
stations reported that the deer 
brought in were fat and healthy. 
The biggest was a 224 pound 8- 
pointer, taken in South Deerfield 
by Jim Crowley of that town. 

Deer project manager Steve 
Williams states that the deer herd 
can be expected to gradually 
increase over the next few years, to 
a safe and sustainable level of 15 
deer per square mile, (I wonder 
what happened to the square mile I 
ended up hunting.) 

When you receive your annual 
state tax form, please keep in mind 
what the state has done with those 
monies donated to the Non-Game 
Wildlife Fund. To date the fund has 
supported the restoration of the 
bald eagle in Massachusetts, helped 
bring back the peregrine falcon, set

There is no reason to associate 
this package with a living, 
breathing, walking, suffering 
animal.’ 

“Most of us acknowledge that 
pork chops don't grow on trees 
— but we don't want to address 
the more complex issue of how 
they got to be pork chops in the 
first place. The slaughterhouse 
is conveniently out of sight, and 
for most, out of mind. In sheer 
numbers, the horror of even the 
laboratories pales to that of the 
stockyards, factory farms, and 
slaughterhouses."’ 

“IT am a vegetarian for the 
same reason that 1 am not a 
cannibal,’’ writes Brigid 
Brophy in Peta News. “If you 
thought I would taste nice 
roasted in a casserole that 
would not give you the right to 
take away my life...A human 
who supposes he has that he 
can’t do without a diet of the 
dead bodies of animals is 
deceiving himself” 

Deception or no, the tradition 
of eating meat is ancient — 
though not as ancient as often 
supposed, according to Barbara 
Parham, author and 
vegetarian:

“After much recent study and 
research,” she wrote in 1979, 
“scientists have concluded that 
our early ancestors were 
vegetarians who ate no meat 
except during periods of ex- 
treme crisis.
